PLAN ONCE, PAY TWICE 


We have never maintained that an area planning commis- 
sion in Tulare county could not accomplish those things which, 
under the present concept of the area planning commission idea, 
are specifically set down as the business of the area planning 
commission — development of a county-wide land-use paln, de- 
velopment of a county road system plan, and development of 
county parks and recreation areas. 

We say only that these are jobs that should be taken 
care of by the existing county and cities planning commission, 
cooperating with each other. 

So we present this thought to residents of incorporated 
cities — Porterville in particular: Already people within incor- 
porated areas are paying the same general county tax that those 
persons outside of cities are paying, and it is out of this tax 
money that funds are obtained for work of the county planning 
commission. bay 

Under the: presently proposed area planning commission 
setup, taxpayers in incorporated cities will have to give addi- 
tional money, either. in cash, or by providing of personnel, or by 
providing faciltiies, to do the county-wide planning job as pre- 
scribed in the current area planning setup — a job that should, 
under the California, Planning act, be done by the county and 
cities planning commissions. 

This means that if the current area planning commission 
idea is activated,’ residents of incorporated cities will’ pay 
twice to plan once.“ **’ 

And we present this thought to taxpayers outside of in- 
corporated cities: You now have a county planning commis- 
sion that is supposed to develop county-wide land-use plans; 
develop county-wide road systems and develop county park 
and recreation areas. These are the specific items and the only 
items that the area planning commission, under its present con- 
cept, would concern itself with. 

So this means that two planning agencies in Tulare county 
will be charged with doing the same job. If the present county 
planning commission is not doing its job, and if some cities have 
not kept up with their planning, then the existing planning com- 
missions should be strengthened, rather than to create a new 
agency to, in a sense, by-pass existing agencies. 

And all of us should bear this point in mind: The same per- 
sons who are now the real ramrods behind the area. planning 
commission idea were also ramrodding the area planning com- 
mission when the plan was to get federal aid and spend $149,000 
for area planning commission work; it is the same group that 
was ramrodding the area planning commission when, after it was 
found that the county as such could not qualify for federal area 
planning money, asked cities to get federal money, then dump it 
to the area planning commission for a plan that would cost $125,- 
000, more or less. 

Could it be that the real proponents of the area planning 
commission have backed up as far as necessary to get all in- 
corporated cities, and the county, into the plan, then, in the fu- 
ture, will start working back up toward that $149,000 plan? 

We think this possibility should not be overlooked. 

But basically, it does not make sense to us to create a third 
planning agency to cover Tulare county. Let's demand that the 
cities and county planning commissions that we now have do the 
job they are set up to do. What we need is coordinated action, 
not duplication.

COUNCIL HAS CONSIDERED 
452 AGENDA ITEMS 


Since the change of administra- 
tion in the Porterville city hall, 
starting with the seating of pres- 
ent city councilmen in April of 
1959, a total of 452 items have 
been considered on council agen- 
das, many of them of a routine na- 
ture, some of them of such im- 
portance that decisions made by 
councilmen will influence the city 
of Porterville for many years to 
come. 


The 22 regular council meetings 
held have been lengthy, in fact 
there have been comments that 
the council has become a. debat- 
ing society — a statement that 
might well be considered a com- 
pliment, for in the American sys- 
tem of free government, elected 
officials have a duty to discuss 
issues in open meeting, present- 
ing their ideas, 
decisions based on the best think- 
ing of the elected officials concern- 
ed. 


Discussions have ranged from 
the comparatively unimportant, 
tempest-in-a-teapot sort of thing 
that currently involves use of per- 
manent wires installed across Main 
street, to the extremely important 
ordinances now in preparation re- 
lating to future city policy on ex- 
tension of city public utility serv- 
ices, annexations, and subdivision 
development. 

Here are some of the more im- 
portant specific things the pres- 
ent city council has done in the 
course of 11 months and 452 
agenda items: Set in motion an 
extensive improvement program in 
Murry park; completed work, 
started by the previous council, on 
the city communication center 
building; removed meters from 
parking lots; replaced the former 
city manager; hired a new city en- 
gineer; approved a contract for 
widening of Grevilla street be- 
tween Oak and Porter Slough. 

Completed a new well at the 
municipal airport; pinned down 
the property deal involving pos- 
sible future construction of an 
armory building in Porterville; 
checked insurance policies cover- 
ing city property and liability; 
purchased three new police cars, 
one of which is a special traffic 
law enforcement car; sold the 
former Austin Miller property on 
Main street; voted in May 1959 
to stay out of a proposed county 
area planning commission plan, 
then voted in February, 1960, to 
go into a modified plan; enter- 
ed into agreement for construc- 
tion of a traffic signal at Olive 
and Jaye, also a storm drain
